- Rev. P. Martin Baker, pastor of 
the 
Third Avenue 
Presbyterian 


church, who 
returned 
recently 


from the general conference of 
his church in Cleveland, Ohio, was 
the principal speaker at Thurs- 
day's luncheon meeting of the 
Civitan Club In the Navarro hotel 
dining room, and gave the club 
members a resume of his trip, 
and the conditions as he saw 
them. The first part of the pro- 
gram was given by Chris Roper, 
popular baritone. In two solos, and 
Miss Georgia Ruth Pollock, pian- 
ist, who played tw6 piano num- 
bers. 
Marvin Thomas, immediate past 


president, had charge of the pro- 
gram, and President F. C. Paul 
named Ballard W. George as chair- 
man for next week. The club 
unanimously voted a Camp Fire 
Girls scholarship. 


Mr. Roper's first vocal selection 
was "Champagne Waltz," and It

EARLY ADJUSTMENT OF DEBT 
CONTROVERSY BETWEEN RUSSIA 


AND UNITED STATES FORECAST

The decision of Attorney Gen-

No final solution of the claims

was reached during the visit of

"Booms and depressions 


are examples of mob psy- 
chology," according to Dr. 
Daniel Starch, who sets 
'orth this opinion in a recent 
book. Millions in the mass, 
ctuated by primitive hopes 
and fears, make and un- 
make the business of the 
vorld. To cope with this 
mass-madness, he suggests, 
here is a new science need- 
d. He calls it "psycho-eco- 
nomics." 


Early in the depression 


here were plenty of psycho- 
economists telling us that 
everything would be 
all 


would 
spend 


our 
money 
and go into 


p r o d u c t i o n on the old 
scale. They were amateurs 
and entirely wrong, but pos- 
sibly precursors of a new 
school xof scientific prophe- 
cy. 


After them, engineers and 


statisticians, who take as 
much professional satisfac- 
tion in following figures 
downward as upward, be- 
gan to gain the leadership. 
Sentiment came to play a 
smaller and smaller part. 
And these scientific fellows 
were all right as long as 
they themselves "did not fall 
into prophetic habit. They, 
too, lacked that gift. 


And then, always, ma- 


chinery kept making pro- 
duction easier and employ- 
ment harder. Between them 
all, plus a few other obscure 
causes, we succeeded in cre- 
a t i n g an unprecedented 
state of "want n, the midst 
of plenty." 


If there is any single and 


simple conclusion accepted 
now, it is probably this— 
that our troubles come most- 
ly from plain dumbness—in- 
dividual and collective—in 
distributing what we pro- 
duce. We haven't yet got 
ourselves 
what engineers 


would call a scientific tech- 
nique for that purpose. 


To get such a technique, 


we shall doubtless need Dr. 
Starch's "psycho - econom- 
ics," along with all the pro- 
phetic inspiration, engineer- 
ing science, horse sense and 
human decency we're cap- 
able of. Social science—so- 
cial mindedness well thought 
out—is perhaps the biggest 
part of it. If half of us 
once got into a state of mind 
where we really wanted the 
other fellows to have the 
same good things that we 
want for ourselves, we could 
probably manage it. Then 
we might keep going ahead 
instead of stalling every few 
years and losing all of our 
gains.

RAINS FALL OVER 
PARCHED FARMS OF 


SEVERAL STATES 


CAME TOO LATE, HOWEVER, 
TO SAVE GRAIN IN MANY 


PLACES IS REPORT

farms of the west, but in 
many places too late to pour 
life back into burned grain 
fields.

en states last night.

Although rain fell In Iowa, Illi- 


nois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Nebraska and, Indiana, a 
survey showed that much of the 
early' small grain was 'beyond re- 
demption and the need for lmme-| 
diate relief acute.

watched for rains to save forage 
crops. 
Idaho estimated its water supply 
only 56 per cent of normal. Double 
the $250,000 drought relief

from 10 to 40 per cent normal. Its 
$600000 drought relief 
program 


was estimated to make up only 
from 15 to 20 per cent of the de- 
flcieii^y.

The Iowa deartment of agricul- 


ture cited .bhinch bugs as the most 
serious threat to their crops. Heavy 
rains within 10 days would save 
the corn crop. 
In Nebraska the feed situation 


was the most serious, assuring 
some forced reduction of cattle

PRESIDENT SPAIN IS 


QUJWDED AGAINST 


STRIKES A ~NT DISORDERS 
CLIMAXED 
BY ASSASSINA- 


TION GENERAL BERENGUER

MADRID, June 
7.—(/P)—Guards 


surrounded the home of President 
Niceto Alcala Zamora today as a 
precaution against an alleged plot 
to assassinate him while sangui- 
nary 
disorders, reddened by a 
farm strike, splotched Spain. 


A newspaper was fined after 


publishing a report that rightists 
were Implicated In an uprising 
and planned to kidnap the presi- 
dent, but authorities took extra- 
ordinary precuatlons at the execu- 
tive mansion against any attempt 
on his life. 


The assassination 
of 
General 


Fernando Berenguer, brothe'r of 
a former monarchist premier, and 
at least ten deaths and scores of 
Injuries in the farm strike spread 
fears of an uprising. 


It was believed the assassins of 
Berenguer had mistaken him for 
his brother, General Damaso Ber- 
enguer, who served as premier 
under former King Alfonso. The 
slaying took place at San Sebas- 
tian. 


"My brother 
was 
killed ap- 
proaching our villa," laid a third 
brother, Hernani Damaso Beren- 
guer. "As my two brothers and 
sister walked toward the house j 
several men hidden behind ehrub- 
vcry in the darkness opened fire." 


As the farm strike entered Its 
third day, governors of most pro- 
vinces declared the harvest was 
progressing normally. Extremists 
called the strike in protest of a 
law forbidding farm workers to 
rove from one section to another. 
It was designed to protect farm 
labor. 


Two persons were killed and 
several were hurt at Valladolld 
when civil guards broke up a 
demonstration by striking labor- 
ers. The Incident was not directly 
connected with the farm strike.
